The Hiftory of the Fall of Vafconce!lor, Prime Minitter to 
en the Queen Regent of Portugal. — 


R. Fog, i# bis laft Journal, tells ws that he reads no 
Parts of Hiftory with fo much Pleafure as tho os 
“give an Account of the Struggles of a Brave People, exter to 
recover their Liberty, or to prevent the Lofs of it. Mr. Fog 
then gives his Readers an Account of the famous Kevolution 
which happened in Portugal, ia the Year 1640 and by which 
the Portugueze freed themfelves from being any luager Slaves 
to the Spaniards, avd trausferr’d the Crown of that Krng- 
dom to the Duke of Brizauza, their own Countryman. Mr. 
Pog bas t.ken this Account out of the Abbe Vertor’s Revolu- 
trons of Portugal, avd fays he is pleafed with the Story, as it 
plainly proves, that a few Men of Refolution avd Publick 
Spiiit may deliver their Oppreffed Country from Slavery. 
dhe Story is indeed fo remarkable that we believe it cannot 
jatl to eutertam fuch of our Readers as have not yet fecn tt, 
jor whuh Reafon we fhall lay :t_ before them. 
Portugal was «t this Time fubjeét to the King of Spaia, 
and was govirn'’d by a Vice-Queen. But fhe had only au 
empty Title ; for the whole Authority was lodged in the 
Hands of Va/couce ‘los, who was her Prime Minifter. He 
Was a Portugmefe by. Birth ; but by Inclination a ty 
and an Enemy to his Country. He had tone Genius for 
Bufinets, and epplied himfelf clofely to it but for the reff, 
he was inexorable and cruel; fo fix’d that after he had once 
takena Refolution, no one cou 
hardened, that he never knew what the Stings of Confer 
ece were. Phe thing which above all others recommended 
him to the Spanifh Government, was his Care to encreafe 
the Royal Revenue.

As often asl read the Hiftory of this famous Revolution, 


cannot help making the following Reflections. 


1. That the Portuguefe endured their Oppreflions much 


longer perhaps than they need have done, for want of a 


proper Concert among themfelves——— Prnto’s Negoci- 
ation makes it evidently appear, that any other Man of Ad- 


, drets and Application would have form’d the fame Con-_ 
fpiracy, fince the Wifhes and Inclinations of all the People 
-. were as thofe of oue Man. 


2. Tho’ fome of the Nobility might engage in this Enter- 
prize out of Revenge and Difappointment, and others with 
a View of obtaining the principal Employments and great 
Offices of Srate, as foon as the new Government was fet- 
tled; yer the Love of Liberty, and the Hopes of fecuring 
the Remainder of their Properties, was the Cement of this 
glorious. Undertaking. It was this Spirit which influene’d 
the Citizens of Lisbon, who were the greater Number ot 
the Confpirators. Bythe new Methods of Taxation which 
Vafconcelius was daily proje€ting, they forefuw the total 
Ruin ‘of their Commerce, and they thought it much more 
eligiple to die wich their Swords in their Hands, endeavour- 
ing to retcue their Country, than to live Beggars and Slaves 
under a Spani/> Government, | 

3. I will conclude with a Remark on Vafcomcellos’s Beha- 
viour. He treated the Nobility with fo much Haughtinefs, 
he was fo litle moved by the Compiaints and Murmurs of 
the People, and there appeared fuch an Inflexibility of Tem- 
per in all his Aétions, even then, when the ftrongeft Re- 
inunf{trances were made to him, that many of bis Enetnies 
as well as his Friends reputed him to be a Man of great 


-Forutude of Mind; and they were confirm’d in this Opi- 


nion by the carelefs Manner in which he generally appeared 
Abroad. For he feldom had many Attendants; and the ve- 
ry Night before the Execution of this Plot he crofs’d the 
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Tagus upon a Party of Pleafure in Company only with two 
or three of bis Creatures. But this Conduct of the Mini- 
fter’s was owing to that great Contempt in which he held 
his Countrymen, whom he look’d upon as Beatls of Bur- 
then, and judg’d (rightly enough) that they never durft make 
any Attempts upon his Perfon, unlefs at the fame time 
they revolted from the King of Spazz. However, when be 
faw his real Danger, he difcovered his natural Cowardice. 
Inftead of endeavouring to derend himfelf, he crept intoa 


Hole, and when he was difcovered, he had not fo much.

Mr. Fog concludes with informing us that there happened 
an Accident, when he was lajt at the Opera of Julius Celar, 
which may ferve to explaia this Part of Vatconcelios’s Cha- 
rater.
